NOTE: The proposed amended claims incorporate limitations from cancelled dependent claims into the independent 
claims 1 , 9, 12, and 17. The proposed amendment is not entered because the amendment would create claims requiring a combination of 
limitations that has not yet been searched. For example, while the combination of the limitations of independent claim 1 with the 
limitations of dependent claim 7 (requiring primer extension and mass spectrometric detection) have been searched, the proposed 
amended claim would require a new combination of, for example, both primer extension and mass spectrometric detection and 
determining an association of a haplotype with a biological trait (pending claim 7).
